Crimes that will no longer result in the dis- 
patch of an officer to the crime scene include 
vehicle theft, theft, garage burglaries, crimi- 
nal damage to property, the passing of bad 
checks, lewd or obscene phone calls, threat- 
ening phone calls that don’t pose an immedi- 
ate danger and animal bites, McCaffrey said. 

Officers will be dispatched if a suspect is 
still at the scene or is expected to return im- 
mediately, the victim is not considered safe 
or needs medical attention, an officer could 
make an immediate arrest or an officer is 
needed for an immediate investigation, Mc- 
Caffrey added. 

When no officer is sent to the crime scene, 
a report will be taken by phone by cops as- 
signed to light duty Last year, 74,000 reports 
were taken that way The new rules are ex- 
pected to more than double that number.

Alabama standoff 
shrouded in secrecy 


MIDLAND CITY, 

Ala. Efforts to free a 
5-year-old boy from 
a gunman in an un- 
derground bunker, 
where the man took 
him after killing the 
bo/s school bus driv- 
er, were shrouded in 
secrecy Saturday as the standoff in rural Ala- 
bama dragged into a fifth straight day 

Police sources said the FBI’s Hostage Res- 
cue Team was leading negotiations aimed at 
securing the boy’s safe release. 

But FBI officials have declined to com- 
ment, referring calls to local authorities who 
have been extremely tight-lipped, providing 
few official updates on the situation. 

Dale County Sheriff Wally Olson, chief 
spokesman for local law enforcement officials 
in Midland City said at a brief news confer- 
ence Saturday that authorities had been in 
constant communication with the suspect, 


who officially was identified on Friday as 
65-year-old Jimmy Fee Dykes. 

Police believe Dykes, a retired trucker and 
Vietnam War veteran, fatally shot bus driver 
Charles Albert Poland, 66, on Tuesday and 
then took one of Poland’s more than 20 child 
passengers hostage during their ride home 
from school. 

The incident came against the backdrop 
of a debate about gun control that has galva- 
nized the nation since the shooting deaths of 
20 children and six adults at a Connecticut 
elementary school in December. 

Olson declined to disclose any specific de- 
mands made by Dykes, saying only that he 
had allowed authorities to provide coloring 
books, toys and medication for the kinder- 
gartner, who reportedly suffers from autism 
or Asperger’s syndrome. 

Dykes also assured authorities he had blan- 
kets and electric heaters in the bunker to 
protect the boy from cold overnight tempera- 
tures, Olson said.

Well-used celebrities

THE FORGETTABLE 

Picking on old folks 

As Chevy did last year, a bargain-basement 
chain puts forward an ad whose only ani- 
mating idea is to make fun of the olds. In this 
case, Taco Bell gives us geezers sneaking out 
at night to party raucously, get tattoos and- 
gasp-make out. That it’s all shot with a kind of 
Diane Arbus rawness only emphasizes the re- 
vulsion or smugness we are supposed to feel. 

Ads that won’t end 

The Toyota RAV4 spot, featuring Kaley Cuoco 
as a ditzy but self-possessed genie granting 
wishes to a (surprisingly dumpy) RAV4-owning 
family, has moments of charm and good writ- 
ing. But the spot ultimately feels more con- 
cerned with parading its own cleverness than 
with selling a car. Also overstaying its welcome 
is the Kia ad about a dad inventing a planet of 
babies when his kid asks where infants come 
from.
